Mrs. Celia Breen Identified Body 
Wrongly and Collected $1250 
in Insurance. 


HOGAN FINES MAN $300 


Strange Story Told by Prisoner 
After Trial for Disturbing 
Wife’s Peace. 


Mrs. Celia Breen of 1413 South Boyle 
avenue buried a stranger in the belief 
that he was her missing husband, Mich- 
ael Breen, and collected $1250 insurance, 
and then when her husband returned, as 
from the grave, she had him arrested. 

This strange sequence of facts was 
revealed in Judge Hogan’s City Court 
today after Breen, a laborer, had been 
fined $900 on his wife’s testimony that 
he called her names, attempted to strike 
her and tore her clothing. 

Unable to pay the fine, Breen was 
taken back to the court cage to await 
his removal to the workhouse. There 
he told to the reporters the story of 
his disappearance and return. 

Buried Another Man. 

The encounter with his wife, which 
led to his being arrested and fined, oc- 
curred last Saturday, less than half 
an hour after he had “come back to 
life.” He told of his wife having col- 
lecting the insurance and burying an- 
other man. 

When Judge Hogan heard of Breen's 
story he called him back into the court- 
room and questioned him closeiy. Mrs. 
Breen had left the court. . 

A Post-Dispatch reporter later saw 
her at her home and she said her hus- 
band’s revelations were substantially 


a February, she said, she had her 
husband arrested on a charge of strik- 
ing her and he was fined in Police 
Court. She pleaded for him and thw 
Judge paroled Breen on his promise. he 
would not repeat the offense and would 
support his wife and five children. 
Husband Disappears. 

Breen disappeared from his home 
March 18 last, his wife said, leaving 
her and the children destitute. 

On May 27 Mrs. Breen read in a 
newspaper that a man’s body had 
been found in the river near the Iron 
Mountain tracks south of the city 
limits. The description resembled her 
husband’s. After the body had been 
burfed by St. Louis County authori- 
ties she had it exhumed and posi- 
tively identified it as Breen’s. 

“TJ was never surer of anything,” 
said Mrs. Breen. “That man had an 
upper tooth out, as my husband did. 
He had a sandy mustache like Mi- 
chael’s, and he wore the same sort 
of wide leather belt and shoes. Even 
the buckle on the belt was like his.“ 

Had Lodge Insurance. 

“T brought the body to St. Louis and 
had it buried in Calvary Cemetery. 

“My husband was a member of Cote 
Brilliante Lodge, Royal Arcanum, and 
had $1000 insurance in that lodge. He 
also was insured for $250 in the John 
Hancock Insurance Co. I had no diffi- 
culty In colletcing the insurance. 

“To support the children I had been 
doing any sort of work I could get. 
Sometimes I scrubbed floors. When I 
got the insurance money I spent part of 
it for the funeral and invested most of 
the remainder in‘'a little restaurant 
which I am still running. I have spent 
most of the insurance money for the 
support of myself and the children. 
There’s not much left.”’ 

Mrs. Breen was in her restaurant on 
Bayle avenue, last Saturday afternoon, 
when Breen walked in. 

“I was thunderstruck,”’ she said to- 
day. “I couldn't believe it, and thought 
I saw a ghost.

Thomas B. McArdle, Had Disap- 
peared From the Home of 
His Sister on Oct. 30. 


SUFFERED A BREAKDOWN 


Missouri Pacific Employe Be-

The body of Thomas B. McArdle, 32 
years old, of 449A Russell avenue, a 
traveling auditor for the Missouri Pa- 
cific Railway, was found in the river at 
the foot of Osceola street, about 9 
o'clock this morning by Charles Pohl- 
mann, a fisherman. McArdle had been 
missing since Oct. 30. 

Pohimann, who was fishing, saw the 
body, clad in an overcoat, floating 
down the river, about 100 feet from the 
west shore. He rowed out to the body, 
and brought it to the shore landing at 
Neosho street. 

In the clothing was an identification 
card of the Kthhights of Columbus, to 
which McArdle belonged. The identifi- 
cation was made positive by McArdie’s 
cousin, Alonzo B. Salmon, District Fire 
Chief of Engine Co. No. 4. 

John T. Nugent, an officer of 
Knights of Columbus, notified the police 
the lodge would take charge of the 
body. 

McArdle lived with his sister, Miss 
Agnes McArdle, who had requested po- 
lice to search for him. She said her 
brother had been ill all summer and 
had suffered a nervous breakdown two 
weeks after he returned to work in 
October. . 

He left his home at 8 p. m. on Oct. 3 
and boarded an eastbound Park car at 
Thirty-ninth street and Russell avenue. 
This was the last his acquaintances 
saw of him. His sister, in reporting his 
disappearance, said she thought he was 
suffering from a temporary mental 
aberration.

German Cruiser EMDEN 


SINKING OF MOEN 
WILL GIVE 1000 


German Cruiser’s Operations in 
Far East Hurt St. Louis Bag- 
Making Industry. 


The sinking of the German cruiser 
Emden, reported today, in the Bay of 
Bengal, will mean more work for 1000 
men and women in St. Louis engaged in 
the manufacture of bags. J. 8S. Bemis 
of ‘Bemis Bros., bag manufacturers, re- 
marked to a Post-:nspatch reporter that 
this fact illustrates the far reaching ef- 
fects of the great war. 

+ American bag manufacturers require 
each month 60,000,000 yards of burlap 
cloth manufactured in the Far East 
from jute and shipped from Calcutta. 
Owing to the activities of the cruiser 
Emden, there was a period of six weeks 
prior to Oct. 15 during which none of 
this cloth reached America, although 
since that time some shipments have 
been received. 

The cutting off of supplies of cloth 

caused a temporary cutting down 
of the working forces in bag .actor- 
ies throughout the country. St. 
Louis ranks second among the cities 
of the country in the production of 
bags. 
Bemis said the sudden stoppage of 
burlap cloth came after th> Emden 
had sunk four vessels laden with the 
goods and put the crews aboard a 
fifth. vessel and sent them back to 
Calcutta. These men, terrified by 
their experience, spread panic awong 
shippers of cloth and no more ves- 
sels would risk the trip. 

The burlap cloth is used for erain, 
rice, flour, petato and feed bags. The 
St. Louis factories require about 
5,000,000 yards a month and Bemis 
said the shortage would have had a 
serious effect in many lines if the 
war had not caused a falling off in 
demand for a time. 

“The sinking of the Emden probably 
means that there will be no further in- 
terruption of shipments,”’ said Bemis 
“and factories can go ahead with their 
full force. There has been a consider- 
able shortage in rice bags, which has 
hindered the trade, If the Emden had 
continued its work another sfx weeks, 
cutting off shipments, the situation 
would have been serious, Those workers 
who were laid off because of the short- 
age will get a chance to work and fac- 
tories that have been running short 
hours probabjy will feel safe in running 


full time.’ 


$65,000 HOUSE AT THE 
PIERCE ESTATE BURNS 


SUPERIOR, Wis... Nov. 10.—The su- 
perintendent’s house, one of a group of 
buildings on the Cedar Island estate, 
owned by H. Clay Pierce, St. Louis oil 
magnate, was destroyed, by fire last 
night.

Most of the time 
she was preying on British shipping 
in the Indian Ocean. but lgte ‘last 
month she suddenly appeared at Pe- 
nang, on Straits, It was 
here that the Emden performed her 
most daring feat. A fourth smoke- 
stack was rigged on her deck and a 
Japanese flag run up. Thus dis- 
guised, she steamed boldly into the 
harbor; passing unchanllenged under 
the British guns of the fort, And 
fired torpedoes which sank the Rus- 
sian cruiser Jemtchug and a French 
destroyer. Then she took to her 
heels and escaped unscathed through 
the straits. The vessels destroyed by 
the Emden had a total value of 
about $4,000,000, exclusive of 
cargoes. The Emden’s largest guns 
were only 4.1 inches.

The Emden sank three British 
steamers in the Indian Ocean on 
Sept. 14. Sept. 22 she appeared. off 
Madras and shelled the city, ex- 
tinguishing her lights and disappear- 
ing when the forts replied. Then 
she renewed her activity in the vicin- 
ity of Rangoon, where more ‘British 
vessels fell prey to her. Again she 
disappeared and was not heard from 
until she turned up at Penang. After 
the success at Penang, she was over- 
taken by a British cruiser, but being 
the faster was abie to escape. Two 
store ships accompanying her were 
left behind, and the British cruiser 
captured one and sank the other. 

The Emden had a complement of 

361 men. Her armement consisted 
of 10 41-inch guns, eight 5-pounders 
and four machine guns. She also 
was equipped with two submerged 
17.7 torpedo tubes. The cruiser was 
launched in 1908, displaced 3600 tons, 
was 887 feet long and had a‘ beam of 
43 1-3 feet.

The first train to run through the de- 
pression: of the Tower Grove grade 
crossing at Tower Grove and Vandeven- 
ter avenues was the Missouri Pacific 
Kirkwood accommodation, which made 
the passage at 1:40 p. m. yesterday.

WOUNDED IN StA 
FIGHT OFF GHiLE 


Adadeas Tells of Extraordinary 
Gunnery of Germans in De- 
feating British. 


BERLIN, Nov. 10, via: rhe Hague and 
London—Vice-Admiral Count von Spée 
the commander of the German squadroii 
in the South Pacific, which defeated 2 
British fleet off the coast of Chile, Nov. 
1, has beén decorated with the Order 
of the Iron Cross, first and second class, 
for this exploit. A large number of 
these decorations have been distributed 
algo to officers and men of the squad- 
ron as well ag to the children and crew’ 
of the German cruiser Karisruhe. There 
is no present way of communicating 
news of these honors to the men con- 
cerned, They probably will first hear 
of the distinctions accorded to them 
when they get newspapers from home. 

The German Admiralty has issued an 
unofficial report on the naval engage- 
ment off the Chilean coast, which con- 
forms in most part to the accounts 
cabled from Valparaiso. 

The two squadrons, the report says, 
formed in columns and approached eaci: 
other on converging lines. The German 
commander had skijifufy taken a posi- 
tion wherein the setting stn favored his 
gunners. Vice-Admiral von Spee opened 
fire at 6000 meters (nearly four miles), 
taking full advantage of his heavier 
guns and the prevailing weather condi- 
tions. The Germans opposed fire on th’ 
British ships from two 2-centimete. 
(9-inch) and 19 6-inch guns with a broad- 
side fire of 12 8-inch and six 6-inch guns 

The German gunnery was extraordi- 
narily good, the Admiralty report de- 
clares. The British ships were so badl: 
damaged before they entered effectiv.

The act for 
which the cross is given occurred at 
Le Cateau, where White, after his corps 
had been driven back by German cav- 
alrymen, returned iIn*the face of a hali 
of bullets searching for his wounded 
Captain. He was successful and car- 
ried the officer to safety. The Sergeant- 
Major was shot in both legs. 

White won the distinguished-conduct 
medal in South Africa for carrying from 
the danger zone before Colenso Lord 
Roberts’ son, who was mortally wound- 
ed and to whom was awarded the Vic- 
toria cross for his gallantry in that

She was driven ashore on an island of the Cocos, or ee groups 
southwest of Java in the Indian Ocean. 

The Sydney sighted the Emden yesterday morning. ‘With su- 
perior: speed she at once closed in and gave battle. The German 
boat could not escape. There was a running fight, at the end of 
which the Emden, burning from the shells of the Australian bogt, 


was beached. The casualties on the Sydney were three men killed.

Cruisers Concentrated in East in September. 

The Admiralty statement, which announces the destruction of the Bim< 
den in the Indian Ocean and the bottling up of the Koenigsberg on the east 
coast of Africa, read as follows: 

‘After the whereabouts of the Koenigsberg had been indicated by the 

attack on the Pegasus, on the 19th of September a concentration of 
cruisers was arranged by the Admiralty in East Afrisan waters and s 
ough and prolonged search by these vessels in combination was made. 
4 ‘‘This search resulted, Oct. 30, in the Koenigsberg being discovered 
by H. M. 8, Chatham, Capt. Sidney R. Drury-Lowe, hiding in shoal water 
about six miles up the Rufiji River, opposite Mafia Island, German East 
Africa. Owing to a greater draught, the Chatham could not reach’ the 
Koenigsburg, whieh probably is aground, except at high water. Part of the 
crew of the Koenigsburg has been landed and is intrenched on the benks J 
the river. 

‘‘Roth these intrenchments and the Koenigsberg herself have bees 
bombarded by the Chatham, but owing to the dense palm groves amid 
which the ship lies, it is not possible to estimate the damage done. Pend- 
ing operations for her capture or destruction, effeetive steps have been tak- 
en to block the Koenigsberg by sinking colliers in the only navigable chan- 
nel to the river, and she is now imprisoned and unable to do any further 
harm. The fast vessels which have been searching for hér are thus re 


leased for other service. 
Ships of Five Countries Searched for Emden. 

‘‘ Another large combined operation by fast cruisers against the German 

Cruiser Emilen has been for some time in progress. In this search, which has 

covered an immense area, the British cruisers have been aided by Freneh, 
Russian and Japanese vessels, working in harmony. The Australian aati. 
Melbourne and Sydney also were included in thes» movements. 

‘Yesterday morning news was received that the Emden, which had been 
completely lost to sight after action with the Russian cruiser Jemtchug, had 
arrived at Keeling, or Cocos, Island and landed an armed party to destroy 
and wireless station. Here she was caught and forced ot fight by the Austra 
lian cruiser Sydney, Capt. Jobn Glossop. 

‘A sharp action took place in which the Sydney suffered the loss..of 
three men killed and fifteen wounded. The Emden was driven ashore and 
burned. seg losses in personnel are reported as very heavy. All possible 
assistance is being given to the survivors by the various ships which haye 


been dispatched to the scene. 
‘* With the exception of the German squadron now off the coast of Chile, 


the whole of the Pacific and Indian oceans is now clear of the enemy's

Germans Must Conquer 
Coast Now, or Retire 
to Meuse, Expert Says 


By the Military Expert of the New

N Oct. 9 Antwerp fell. Just 
i a month has then passed 
since German finally suc- 
ceeded in crushing the last ef- 
fective resistance in Belgium. 
Coincident with the fall of Ant- 
werp, there was forecast, and 
correct forecast, a new drive to- 
ward Paris and along the shore 
of the Channel, 

The first step in this operation was 
the capture of Ostend. In the days 
following the fall of Antwerp, the 
storm-beaten little Belgian army 
slipped south, west of the Scheldt 
and along the Dutch frontier, the 
British troops at Ostend joined them, 
and the ratreat to France began. 

Meantime in France, the great ad- 
vance by the left flank of the French 
had mounted steadily from the Oise, 
across the Somme, toward the Lys. 
Begun as an attempt to strike at the 
communications of the Germans 
standing along the Aisne, it had 
failed in its purpose, but had been 
continued as a movement to relieve 
the Belgians at Antwerp, and after 
Antwerp fell, to rescue the retreating 
army. 

Situation Was Puzsle. 

At the precise moment of the Ger- 
man success at Antwerp, the situa- 
tion in the northwest corner of 
France, between Arras and_ the 
Straits of Dover, was wholly con- 
fused. From the Oise to Arras, the 
line of both armies was well defined. 
But north and west, the scanty re- 
ports of the official bureaus shed lit~- 
tle real light. 

Yet it was clear that the Germans 
had endéavored to drive a Wedge of 
cavalry from Lille toward Calais, 
and separate the retreating Belgians 
from the French and British troops 
moving north. Thus, while Ostend 
was still uncaptured, the dispatches 
from Berlin and Paris alike de- 
scribed sharp cavalry engagements 
well within French territory, south 
ef Armentieres and west of the Lys. 

Presently it became cléar that the 
allies had been able to mass supe- 
rior forces in this region, and the 
German wedge was extracted, the 
German armies steadily pressed back 
away. from the Channel, east of Ar- 
ras and Armentieres, back upon 
Lille. At the same time, other allied 
troops, moving north, crossed the 
Belgian line and joined hands with 
the retreating Belgians. 

Thus, about thd time the Germans, 
who had taken AntWerp and moved 
south, were approaching the French 
frontier, they were brought to a com- 
plete halt before Ypres, and west- 
ward along the Yser River, through 
Dixmude, to the channel. In this 
operation, the hitherto ill-defined 
left of the allies took shape, and was 
disclosed resting solidly upon the sea 
at Nieuport, where the Belgians held 
the coast. 

Having @alled to prevent the junc- 
tion of the Belgian and allied troops, 
the Germans now undertook a terrific 
drive along thé seacoast from the 
north bank of the Yeer at the French 
Channel ports of Dunkirk and Ca-

circumstances combined to check 
them. First, a British fleet, by shell- 
ing the shore, forced the Germang to 
abandon their positions before Nieu- 
port; second, in the moment of su- 
preme peril, the Belgians opened the 
sluices and flooded the whole Yser 
River front. As a result the German 
drive along the west was checked 
and ultimately abandoned, 
Germans Objective. 
Having failed here, the next at- 
tempt was made farther inland and 
along the Ypres-Arras front. Here, 
for more than 10 days, fighting of 
the most desperate character has 
heen going on. Could the Germans 
break the allied Hne here, they 
would drive a wedge between the 
Belgians and the allies. open a road 
to the Channel and threaten the 


- Whole left of the allies, which would 


have to swing back until it rested 
on the Channel, and the Germans 
would hold a line comparatively 
straight from Metz, by Rheims and 
the Aisne, to Abbeville on the Chan- 
nel. This line would be much short- 
er, requiring fewer men to défend, 
and they would be able to menace 
England, and possibly to close the 
Straits of Dover by mines and heavy 
artillery. 

But up to the present moment 
the Germans have failed to make 
any real progress between Ypres 
and Arras. Facing them now is 
the whole British expeditionary 
‘army, moved up from the Sois- 
sons trenches, the Indian contin- 
@ent and a considerable territo- 
rial force, the first fruits of 
Kitchener’s labors. Fresh French 
troops have also been pushed up 
to support the British. 

Gains Only Local. 

Of the determination of the 
Germans there has been no doubt 
from the start. Along the Yser, 
and now before Ypres, they are 
displaying a reckless courage, 
contempt for death, a disdain for 
cost in human life which has not 
been approached in the war. 
Gains, local gains, they have 
made. On the whole, the allied 
line has recoiled appreciably in 
the past three weeks, but not in 


such fashion as to make any real 
change in the situation. 


Now it is affirmed from Paris 
and London that the Germans 
are making one supreme effort to 
Such an effort is 
easily explicable. Elsewhere, 
from the Vosges to.the Somme, 
the German campaign in France 
has fallen dead, become a dull 
siege operation in which. the al- 
lies are at least as forward-push- 
ing as the Germans. 

If the present operations suc- 
ceed, the Germang will be masters 
of all Northwestern France, of 
the great. industrial provinces of 
Flanders, Artods, Picardy. Witna 
Belgium wholly in their hands, 
and the Channel ports, they can 
well bring their great offensive 
operations to a halt and stand 
inexpungable on the ground now 


occupied in the west, while they . 


concentrate their efforts on Rus- 
sia. 

But if the Kaiser’s present design 
falis, then the Germans must here- 
after defend a right flank from 
Noyon to Antwerp, requiring many 
thougands of men by reason of its 
extent, open to attack from the 
coast ports to which the new British 
armies will presently be directed.

LONDON, Nov. 10:—Earl Kitchener, 
Secretary for War, in speaking last

Lame Woman and Dog Only 
Ones Who Awaited Rain of 
Fiery Shells.

LONDON, Nov, 10.~A correspondent of 
the Chronicle at the Belgian front tele- 
graphs that advance patrols of Beigi- 
ans have penetrated to Ostend, which 
means that the coast line, from Dun- 
kirk to Nieuport and Ostend, is reileved 
from the menage of thé past two weeks. 
He continues: “Ypres is now the storm 
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center, and after a W0-days’ battle 
guns, which was beyond all doubt thé 
bloodiest episode in this war, the Ger- 
mans are endeavoring to repair their 
shattered strength by bringing up ev- 
ery availablé man and gun for another 
bout of slaughter. 
“When the history of this past 1 days 
comes to be written in its details, it 
will be recognized as the most awful 
conflict in which humanity has ever 
agonized, But mainly, on both sides, it 
has been simply a siatghter in wtich 
all human quantities have been annihi- 
lated or at least stupefied by the de- 
structive power of artillery. 
“ ‘We just wait for death,’ said a Bel- 
gian officer last night. ‘It is war with- 
out soul or adventure. In the early 
days, when I scoured the country with 
@ party of motor scouts, there was some 
sport in it, But now, in the business 
around Ypres, it is the gun that does all 
the business, heaving out sheile deliv- 
ering death in @ merciless way. 

Many Die, No Qne Wise. 

“It is gun against gun, with men as 
targets. Helpless ag the leaves torn 
from these autumn trees around us 
by a storm of hail, our men are fall 
ing like leaves, and the ground is 
heaped with them, and there is no de- 
cisive victory on either side. One week 
of death is followed by another week 
of death, The position changes a lit- 
tle, but that is all. 

“*The German losses must be enor- 
mous—how great, it is impossible to say. 
Sometimes I fear we have a tendency 
to overestimate the proportion of cas- 
ualties among an enemy superior in 
sheer weight of guns, Be that ae it 
may, there is ne doubt that during 
these last 10 days, they have sacrificed 
themselves needlessly.’ ”’

“Now spell it again,” the Mayor 
fnsisted. Griffin did. 

“Spell it again,” 
persisted. 

Griffin's Face Turns Red, 

Griffin's face was red and his voice 
had been getting louder at each spell- 
ing. When he spelled it a fourth time 
it sounded as if every letter in the 
word was a capital, and there was no 
doubt about-it when Griffin loudly 
pronounced “INDEMNIFY.” 

TI thought you said ‘idemnify,’” the 
Mayor said. 

“I spelled it right every time,” Grif- 
fin replied, heatedly. 

Once Griffin could not read a name 
signed to a petition. ‘“‘Let me see it,”’ 
said the Mayor. ‘“‘That’s very plain,’’ 
added the Mayor, as he pronounced the 
name. 

“It is not very plain,” the city clerk 
insisted, and he appealed to three Coun- 
cilmen to uphold his decision. They 
agreed with him, 

“Well, anybody with a common edu- 
cation could read it,” the Mayor de- 
clared. 

“If I didn’t have any more education 
that you have I wouldn't be where I 
am,” the city clerk replied. 

Councilman Crawford, shortly there- 
after, added fuel to the flames by ob- 
jecting to the manner in which the 
Mayor put a motion. Chamberlin re- 
marked that the record was in error in 
several places because the city clerk re- 
fused to do his duty, so a few more 
errors probably would not make any dif- 
ference. 


Makes a Hot Retort. 
The former umpire couldn't refrain 


from rendering a decision. Here it is: 

“Tf you did your duty as well as the 
clerk does his, there wouldn’t be such a 
public howl] against this administra- 
tion.’ 

Later the City Clerk, in reading a 
communication, referred to the ‘Street 
Lighting Committee.” “Pronounce it 
again,’’ the Mayor ordered. Griffin did. 

“Oh, I thought you called it the 
Street- LIGHTNING Committee,” the 
Mayor said. Griffin was silent, but 
stood his ground as Silk O'Loughlin 
would have done if bleacherites raised 
a howl. 

The ordinance repealing the water 
franchise which was passed a week ago, 
was itself repealed when the Council de- 
cided the Mayor had not vetoed it. The 
Council then, by a vote of 14 to 2, passed 
a new repeal ordinance, insuring its pas- 
Sage over any veto. 

The East St. Louis Water Co. yes- 
terday asked the Federal Court to 
restrain the city from putting the 
repeal ordinance into’ effect, con- 
tending it would result in confisca- 
tion of its property and that it was 
unconstitutional.

Counselor Will File Condemna- 


tion Suits Within Six Weeks 
After Bill Is Passed. 


The final hearing on the proposed 
parkway bill will be held by the Public 
Improvements Committee of the House 
of Delegates Thursday night. It is ex- 


promptly report the Dill, with its recom- 
mendations, to the House of Delegates. 
The sentiment among members of the 
House of Delegates appears to be fa- 
vorable to the bill, and it is believed it 
will be passed by the Council without 
serious opposition. 

The bill authorizes the City Counselor 
to proceed to file suits to condemn the 
land required for the parkway. The 
condemnation proceeding will be con- 
ducted according to the specific rules 
laid down by the new city charter. 


The proposed parkway will begin at 
Twelfth street and terminate at Grand 
avenue. From Twelfth street to Beau- 
mont street it’ will take in the block 
between Market and Chestnut streets, 
and from Beaumont street to Grand 
avenue it will take in the block be- 
tween Lawton avenue and Pine street, 
and in the vicinity of Grand avenue it 
will take in the two blocks north of 
Lawton avenue. 

It is proposed to have driveways on 
each side of the parkway, and to con- 
vert blocks of ground into small parks, 
play grounds, tennis courts and band- 
stand parks. It is not the intention. 
as some objectors have declared, ta 
utilize this strip of ground for speed- 
way purposes entirely. 

After the enactment of the ordinance 
the City Counselor will file suit against 
the property owners to condemn the 
property, and ask for the appointment 
of three disinterested commissioners to 
assess damages and benefits. 

As soon as the suit is filed the City 
Marshal will serve notice upon all of the 
defendants, giving them at least 10 days’ 
notification of the hearing upon the pe- 
tition. The Court will appoint three 
commissioners who have-no financial in- 
terest whatever in the district likely to 
be affected by the improvement, and 
these commisisoners must be freeholders 
and residents of the city for at least five 
years. : 

It will be the duty of the commission- 
ers to determine the value of the prop- 
erty to be taken by the city, and also to 
determine the size of the district in 
which benefits shall be assessed, and the 
amount of the assessments against each 
individual property owner. 

If any property owners prefer they 
may apply to the Circuit Court, before 
the appointment of commissioners, to 
have their rights heard and determined 
by a jury. But all property owners seek- 
ing a jury trial must have their inter- 
ests and rights submitted to the same 
jury. This is to prevent unnecessary de- 
lay, 

It is considered probable that the com- 
missioners would find that the direct 
benefits from the parkway would cover 
n large district, and that property as 
far north as Morgan street would be in- 
cluded tn the benefit district, and also 
property as far south as the Mill Creek 
Valley. 

Each parcel of property would be as- 
nessed an amount equal to the benefits 
it would derive directly. Before deter- 
mining the boundaries of the district the 
commissioners would hear evidence from 
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ITH the exception of the Twelfth street plaza at the entrance to 
the parkway, the plans at present call only for a wide. and. open 
boulevard, running between parked blocks to Jefferson avenue.

in the district is not enough to pay for 
the parkway, the balance will be paid by 
the city at large. 

The assessed valuation of the proper- 
ty desired for the parkway is 
in round numbers $4,000,000.

The city prob- 
ably would be able to get all the land 
required for from $5,000,000 to $6,000,000, 
and other expenses of improvement 
}might increase the eost another $1,000,000. 


In all other cities where parkways 
have been constructed there has been an 
immediate increase in property values 
considerably in excess of the amount the 
property owners had to pay for the im- 
provement, The city officials who are 
advocating the parkway are of the opin- 
ion that it would give new life to a sec- 
tion of the city which is generally con- 
sidered ‘‘dead property.” 

Both sides, of the parkway would be 
sought as sites for hotels, apartment 
houses, business houses of various kinda, 
theaters and other places of amusement. 
in the opinion of the city officials. There 
would be an immediate demand for 
property that is now unsalable, and 
which is bringing poor returns to the 
owners for the money they have invest- 
ed in it. 

The report of the commissioners ag to 
damages and benefits would be sub- 
mitted to the Circuit Court for final ap- 
proval. The finding in any case in the 
inatter of either damages or benefits 
would be subject to review by the Court 
and the Court itself would have the 
power to assess the benefits anew. 

The condemnation chapter of the new 
charter is drawn 380 as to. give 
both the city and _ the _ property 
owners the greatest possible protection 
from injustices of any kind. There is no 
loophole by which any person's property 
might be taken from him for less than 
it is worth, and no chance for a prop- 
erty owner to hold up the city. 

If a property owner, in the expectation 
of holding up the city, should start 
some kind of an improvement after the 
condemnation suit is filed, he would find 
that the new charter had anticipated 
him and provided that in such circum- 
stances he would have to accept the 
value »f his property at the time the suit 
was filed. 

Within six weeks after the ordinance 
is passed tha, City Counselor will be 
ready to file the condemnation suits. It 
is estimated that a year’s time would be 
required to condemn the property and 
assess and distribute the damages and 


benefits.

Juppier told a reporter he and’ his 
wife have spent about half his for- 
tuen in the last two years. Mrs. 
Juppier said she. thought they had 
spent it all, because, recently when 
she went to a bank to draw a check 
against their joint account, she found 
there was a balance of only 88 
cents. 

According to Juppier’s account the 
supper which he bought for his wife 
after the Veiled Prophet’s ball cost $65. 

“Ridiculous,” said Mrs. Juppier. “It 
couldn’t have cost more than $15.” 

Denies She Is Extravagant. 

Mrs. Juppier denied her husband’s al- 
legation that she was extravagant.

Submarine and Aeroplane 


Attack Cruiser at Same Time 

LONDON, Nov. 10.—The Paris corre- 
spondent of the Standard tells how a 
French cruiser was engaged with an 
aeroplane and a submarine simultaneous- 
ly. A midshipman says the French 
cruiser Waldeck Rousseau was heading 
for Cattaro, Austria, in the early morn- 
ing and was warned that three subma- 
rines had stolen out to get her. The 
day scarcely had broken when an Aus- 
trian biplane sailed toward the cruiser, 
hovering not more than 1500 feet above 
the ship. 

It did not move when a hail of shor 
by quick flrers was directed against 
it. The biplane let fall a bomb which 
splashed into the sea about 30 feet to 
starboard abaft the bridge. The second 
bomb just missed the port quarter. At 
the same moment the lookout signaled a 
submarine only 800 yards to the star- 
board. The submarine discharged a 
torpedo almost as soon as she was sighf- 
ed, but the ship had time to shift her 
helm and the deadly shaft went swirling 
by not more than three feet from the 
stern. Before it could make a second 
shot the cruiser had blown away the 
submarine’s periscope and another 
broadside must have sunk her, for she 
was not seen again. 

Another submarine sneaked up on the 
other side. A destroyer tried to draw 
the cruiser’s fire while the submarine 
crept in and tried to deal a deadly blow. 
The Waldeck Rousseau was easily a 
match for the two of them and shortly 
afterward the destroyer ran for the 
harbor with a list to port. The subma- 
rine dived to escape the storm of shell 
and did not show up again.

IN THE AISNE CAMPAIGN 

Says Germany’s Fighting Men 

Are Outclassed by the English 
and French. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatc® 
and New York World. 

LONDON, Nov. 10.—“apt. Norman G, 
Thwaites, for the past three years a 
member of the staff of the New York 
World and at one time a member of the 
Post-Dispateh staff, but now holding a 
commission in the Fourth (Roval Irish) 
Dragoon Guards, has arrived in London 
after having been severely wounded in 
a flerce fight along the Belgian frontier, 
Nov. 8. He passed unscathed through 
the battle of the Aisne. 

Their horses having been ordered five 
miles to the rear, Capt. Thwaites and his 
men went on duty in the trenches armed 
with rifles as infantrymen. They had 
been there for three days and three 
nights when a German attack brought 
Thwalites down with a spent bullet 
through the chin and throat, just missing 
the jugular vein. : 

Immediately afterward a shell burst 
over the position where Thwaites lay. He 
was buried under debris, but his men 
dug him out with their hands and when 
the squadron had been relieved and he 
had reported his position, he was taken 
to the rear. Then he knew no ‘more 
until he found himself recovering con- 
sciousness in a turnip field, where he 
had fainted from loss of blood. 

Lying near the road Thwaites was soon 
picked up by a motor ambulance. and 
sent on to Lond He is now at the 
Officers’ Hospital, in Mayfair. Though 
his wound is severe, it is not likely to 
prove dangerous, Thwaites is perfectly 
cheery and full of confidence that the 
allies will win. 

Thinks Allies Better Fighters. 

Except as to their artillery, Capt. 
Thwaites declares that the Germans are 
outclassed as fighters by the English 
and French troops. The British artil- 
lery, he thinks, is more destructive than 
the German, but he declares that it is 
quite impossible to convey any ade- 
quate idea of the deafening, stupefying 
effect of the heavy German shell fire. 

The ambulance and commissariat serv- 
ice of the British forces cannot be beaten 
in Capt. Thwaites’ opinion, while the 
spirit of the men remains superb: The 
Fourth Dragoons’ suffered heavily 
throughout the fighting that preceded 
the wounding of Capt. Thwaites. 

Capt. Thwaites, who is about 42 years 
old, was a veteran of the Boer War, was 
a Bieutenant on the reserve list of the 
British army. Cabling from New York 
immediately after the declaration of war 
by Great Britain for an assignment, he 
was at once called to London. Having 
done notable work In attracting universi- 
ty men tothe colors, he was given a 
commission in the Fourth Dragoon 
Guards. He was sent to the front on 
Sept. 15 and won his captaincy after 
having passed through some of the heav- 
lest fighting in the North of France. 

Son of a Clergyman. 

The son of an English clergyman, 
Capt. Thwaites was educated at Charter 
House, Scotland, traveled for some years 
in Germany. In 1904 he became a secre- 
tary to the late Joseph Pulitzer. Upon 
Mr. Pulitzer’s death he joined the staff 
of the World, serving not only in New 
York, but in London and Paris. 

The last word from him received here 
bore date of Oct. 21, on the “‘Franco-Bel- 
gian frontier.’’ In that letter he said: 

‘This is the first rest day for weeks. 
lirst on the Aisne, where we were under 
incessant shell fire and constantly on 
patrol or in the trenches, then in forced 
marches in the North and now engaged 
in fresh disputes of the flercest kind 
with our stubborn enemy. Yesterday 
and the day before were particularly un- 
pleasant. 

“Our losses, though heavy, were slight 
compared with those of thé Germans. 
One hundred prisoners were brought in— 
the remnant of two full companies. 
Their account of our attack when we re- 
captured the village (name not given) 
was remarkably vivid and they were 
glad to be in our lines. But our day 
was sufficiently ghastly, with wounded 
arriving every minute at the spot where 
we lay in support. 

Very Short on Sleep. 

“Now I must try to get some sleep, of 
which we have had but short allowance 
for many weeks. I’ve had my clothes 
off for half an hour today to wash—the 
first time I have washed entirely and 
disrobed since the Aisne—three weeks 
ago. 

“The battle in which we participated 
vesterday is still progresssing on our 
left wing while on our right where ‘we 


| were engaged, we have made great prog- 


ress. The bombardment is terrific, but 
I could sleep on a gun limber, I'm so 
sleepy. We are all cheery and well; ex- 
cellently rationed and full or ginger.” 


Norman G. Thwaites was a member of 
the Post-Dispatch staff in the season 
preceding the World's Fair in 1904 He 
was employed as a reporter and special 
writer. His attractive personality made 
him friends among newspaper workers, 
but he did not remain in 8t. Louis long 
enough to form a wide general acquaint- 
ance. 


Americans in Turkey in No 
Danger, Ambassador Cables 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—Americans 
in Turkey have not been molested in 
any way since the outbreak of the war 
and are in no danger, Ambassador Mor- 
genthau reported today. 

The Turkish Minister of War informed 
Morgenthau that Turkey was anxious to 
conduct the war with every possible con- 
sideration and courtesy to noncombat- 
ants, but If England and Greece at- 
tacked unfortified towns, reprisals would 
follow in the detention of thelr sub:

Chauffeur Pleads Guilty to 
La Crosse ( Wis.) Murder and 
Is Sentenced in 30 Minutes. 


LA CROSSE, Wis., ‘Nov. 10.—Henry 
Liso, chauffeur for 5S. Y¥. Hyde, retired 
grain dealer, confessed yesterday to the 
murder of Miss Petra Solberg, a servant 
in the family. He was taken before 
Judge E, C. Higbee in Circuit Court, 


pleaded guilty to murder and was sen: 
tenced to life imprisonment at the 
Waupun State Prison, all within 30 min- 
utes. 

Liso said he killed the girl because 
she threatened to expose their relations 
unless he should pay her $500. All he 
could raise, he said, was $200. 

After killing the girl with an automo- 
bile hammer, Liso said he cut her throat 
with a pocketknife. Then he dragged 
the body 300 feet through the woods from 
a lonely country road and threw it into 
the La Crosse River, where it was found 
16 hours later by a farmer boy. 

After being sentenced, Liso was spir- 
ited away out of town in an automobile 
and taken aboard a train bound for 
Waupun at West Salem. Threats ‘of 
lynching prompted this action. 


Government Hunting Secret 
Wireless Stations on Coast 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—Secretary 
of the Navy Daniels would appreci- 
ate information concerning the 
whereabouts of one or more wire- 
less stations, one supposed to be op- 
erated by Germany and the other by 
Japan, which are hidden somewhere 
in the United States, and which are 
sending cipher messages from the 
Atlantic and Pacific coasts. 

Several days ago the British em- 
bassy complained to the Department 
of State that Germany had sume se- 
cret means of communication  be- 
tween Washington and Berlin, and 
that all the evidence tended to ez- 
tablish .the. belief that a wireless 
station has been established in the 
Maine woods. Thereupon Acting 
Secretary of State Lansing laid the 
matter before Mr. Daniels, who in 
turn, put it up to the officera tn 
charge of the navy wireless. f[fhevy 
advised Mr. Daniels that some 
strange messages, in cipher, had 
been picked up off the coast. 

The messages were apparently 
sent from an apparatus located a 
short distance inland, and were hbetnz 
transmitted to ships lying out at 
sea. The presumption was that the 
ships were relaying the messages. 
John Moran, assistant chief of the 
Secret Service, has put his men on 
the hunt. The department has Deen 
advised that there is evidence that 
Japan has established a similar sta- 
tion somewhere on the coast of Call- 
fornia.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—Dispatches 
from Cordoba to the Constitutionalist 
agency here today say Carranza, at a 
conference with Gens. Obregon, Villa- 
real, Hay and Benavides, agreed to rec- 
ognize the actions of the Aguascalientes 
convention with some reservations. 
According to the Constitutionalist 
agencies, the message is being delivered 
to the convention today and aptimism 
prevails that a peaceful solution of the 
present difficulties will yet be found.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—Dispatches 
from Cordoba to the Constitutionalist 
agency here today say Carranza, at a 
conference with Gens. Obregon, Villa- 
real, Hay and Benavides, agreed to rec- 
ognize the actions of the Aguascalientes 
convention with some reservations. 
According to the Constitutionalist 
agencies, the message is being delivered 
to the convention today and optimism 
prevails that a peaceful solution of the 
present difficulties will yet be found. 
All available Carranza troops were 
moving south today from Piedras Ne- 
gras and Saltillo, according to official 
dispatches received at the State Depart- 
ment.

S ERTSON’S “Hamlet” is not new 
to St. Louisans, but the fact that, 
excepting next Saturday's. matinee, we 
shall not have a chance to see it again 
made the performance of it last night 
as the opening play of his farewell en- 

agement notable. 

Every star who essays ‘‘Hamlet’’ has 
his own special interpretation of the 
part. In all other roles of Shakspeare’s 
creation there is a tradition of ideality 
at which all actors strive. In other 
words, if all were perfect in their read- 
ing of the lines and equally graceful in 
poise, precisely the same vizualization 
would be achieved by each, allowing, of 
course, for differences of face and fig- 
ure. Not so with Hamlet, all because 
every actor feels called+ upon to predi- 
cate his performance upon the theory 
that the melancholy Prince of Den- 
mark either was positively insane or as 
positively sane. The result is an in- 


| finite variety of interpretations of the 


role, most of them fantastic and ab- 
surd to real students of Prince Ham- 
let’s character. 


A Sane View of Shakspeare’s Charac- 
ter. 
It is not within the purview of this 
review to go into a psychological dis- 
quisition on the mental processes of the 
greatest of all Shakspeare’s studies of 
characters, but it is sufficient to say 
that Forbes-Robertson’s version has a 
semblance of sanity and. reality that 
rarely is found in a _ production of 
‘“Hamiet.””’ The great English playe~ 
has approached his subject as an actor 
and not as an advocate, bent upon 
raking the world accept his own im- 
pression of Hamlet’s character. He sets 
forth what he found in Shakspeare’s 

»wn play, leaving the audience to its 
own conclusions. 

Summing up, we have no doubt that 
Forbes-Robertson sees in Hamlet a very 
sane though highly nervous young man 
so obsessed by the tremendous import 
of his mission of avenging his father’s 
death that he does not hesitate to sac- 
rifice—albeit reluctantly—his love for the 
fair Ophelia. His seeming madness !s 
put part of his cunning scheme to bring 
his father’s murder to his uncle's door 
and to smite his royal mother’s con- 
science for so soon forgetting the man 
who had made her Queen. And this is 
the way the play comes across the foot- 
lights from Forbes-Robertson and his 
company BECAUSE SHAKESPEARE 
WROTE IT THAT WAY and not be- 
cause Forbes-Robertson is engaged in 
exploiting his own special brand of 
“Hamlet.”” How much better and how 
much more refreshing it is for its very, 
naturalness. 

Supported by a Strong Company. 
Sir Johnston yields to no actor of to- 
day in the reading of his lines, com- 
bining a deep scholarly interpretation 
with one of the most winning voices in 
all the world. A pathetic, moving Ophe- 
lia is Miss Laura Cowie, whose mad 
scene was a performance that even 
those who have seen our own Julia 
Marlowe’s will remember with keenest 
pleasure. Ranking well up with the 
star’s work was that of Ian Robertson 
as Polonius. All the other members of 
the company are finished in their parts, 
giving evidence of having been selected 
by the star so there might not be any 
false notes struck in his farewell. 
‘Monday’s night’s audience only filled 
the house to about three-fourths its 
capacity. Tonight we shall see Sir

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RIGOLETTO’ GIVES 
UPERA SEASON BiG 
INTIAL TRIUMPH 


Verdi’s Great Music-Drama Ad- 
mirably Presented to 4a 
“Capacity” Audience. 


By RIPLEY D. SAUNDERS. 

T is a very comforting, as well as 
beautiful, spectacle when one is en- 

abled to contemplate the Odeon 
filled to the doors with not only a bril- 
liant but a keenly appreciative audience 
such as was assembled on Monday even- 
ing for the performance of ‘‘Rigoletto” 
by the San Carlo Opera Company, open- 
ing the two weeks’ engagement of that 
organization under the auspices of the 
St. Louis Grand Opera Committee. 

It is even more comforting and more 
beautiful, however, when the perfor- 
mance justifies such an attendance and 
is given at prices of admission that 
make’ it a popular feBtival for the de- 
light of all lovers of worthy opera 
rather than an exclusive social] function 
of the merely rich and fashionable con- 
tingent of a big city’s population. 

One knows then that the event is a 
very happy event indeed, meaning souls’ 
content to more than 2000 persons whose 
pleasure is found in good art and whose 
favorable verdict on the merits of the 
performance gives it a distinction not 
possible when the occasion is character- 
ized more by luxurious display for the 
display’s sake alone than by the love 
of opera for opera’s own good sake. 

This big and wholesome relish of the 
evening’s artistic delight, it seems to 
me, was the salient characteristic of the 
Odeon spectacle throughout the present 
opera season's premiere night, and it is 
filled with the soundest encouragement 
for all St. Loulsans who hope for their 
city’s early possession of its own opera 
house and permanent assurance of an- 
nual opera engagements that properly 
shall foster a sustained love of opera in 
the public heart. 

There was no need even of a congrat- 
ulatory telegram from Otto H. Kahn 
and Andreas Dippel, in New York to 
the Grand Opera Committee in St. Louis. 
to emphasize this encouragingly mem- 
orable truth, sincere and cordial 
though that utterance came during the 
progress of the ‘“Rigoletto’’ perform 
ance. The occasion spoke for itself. 
and, if my own judgment of its signifi- 
cance is not at fault, it marks the 
Gefinite materialization of new condi- 
tions in this city’ that are full of the 
richest promise for the future. 

Three genuinely worthy artists lec 
the San Carlo company in its submit- 
tal of proof that excellent grand opera 
at moderate prices is not by any means 
impossible of attainment. These three 
were Florencio Constantino, the “guest 
star’’ of the night, in the tenor role of 
the Duke of Mantua; Angelo Antola, 
baritone, in the title part, and Edvige 
Vaccari, coloratura soprano, as Gilda 
jil-fated. daughter of the Jester and 
helpless victim of his profligate master 
Upon these three figures falls all the 
burden of ‘“Rigoletto’s” intensely dra 
matic story and the major responsibil- 
ity for the success or failure of this 
story in its lyric shaping as music- 
crama. 

Constantino acquitted himself with fine 
distinction. He is a good actor and a 
better singer. He brought to last night’s 
portrayal of the Duke all the heartless 
gayety, the sensual selfishness, the in- 
evitable fickleness demanded for its 
dramatic picturing. 

He sang its several great tenor strains 
with exquisite certainty of effect and 
purity of tone, revealing alike the super- 
ficial tenderness and the all-dominating 
animal passion that must needs be 
voiced if the portrait properly is to 
be completed in song. 

He looked the part to the life; as 
graceful, supple, fascinating in sheer 
bodily movement and the suggestion 
of hot-blooded strength, as a tiger—and 
also with the same suggestion of cru- 
elty and ruthlessness. He won—as the 
big audience unstintedly testified—a 
memorable triumph, dominating the 
story’s action at all moments of his 
presence on the stage. 

This, too, without diminishing the vital 
appeal of the evening's title role char- 
acter, in which Antola, to my thinking, 
did the best work of his many essayals 
before St. Louis audiences. 

This typically Italian baritone is an 
actor of first-rank distinction. His 
voice lends itself unreservedly to the 
upbuilding of the dramatic aspect of his 
roles. He employs it to the fullest 
sweep of its emotional range. 

It becomes, under his handling, 4 
noble factor in the expression of 
mood—mocking, cynical, dissolute in 
the story’s earlier phases; awed and 
portent-fearing under the curse of 
Momtenerone; profoundly tender in 
his home-contact with his beloved 
daughter; appalled and then venge- 
fully blood-lusting tn the moments 
shortly following his discovery that 
Gilda has been betrayed by the Duke; 
unforgetably tragic in the black 
final act that ends with his one cry 
of soul-stricken horror when he con- 
fronts so terribly the dead body of 
Gilda where he had hoped to feast 
his eyes on the Duke's bloody corpss. 

Both as an actor and singer, An- 
tola on Monday evening accum- 
plished a greatly moving realization 
of this pitiful role, one of the most 
purely and deeply tragic in all 
opera. And as a. result, he com- 
pelled an even division of hopors 
with Constantino himself. 

The Gilda of Mme. Vaccari'’s sub- 
mitting was a sweetly girlish anda 
appealing figure. It was played 
along very simple lines, which Is 
eminently proper, Vaccari attempt- 
ing only what is called for by the 
story itself, the drawing of a por- 
trait of+syouthful inocence and com- 
plete surrender to love. 

Her voice, owing to obvious ner- 
vyousness at first, was inclined to a 
somewhat shrill edge in the upper 
register, but revealed itself more 
satisfyingly as the action of the 
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$100 te Prizes. 
Mask Ball and Mardi Gras Carnival at 
Dreamland tomorrow night. 
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opera deepened and drew her into a 
fuller forgetfulness of self. Long be- 
fore the evening reached its close, 
she seemed to have gained her audi- 
ence’s favor.to a convincing degree 

Carolina Zawner, the Russian con- 
tralto, now appearing in St. Louis 
for the first time, sang the brief 
Maddalena score satisfyingly ani 
gave to the part, in drama, its right- 
ful aspect of lowly born coquetry 
and vanity-gratified complaisance. 

The Sparafucile of Emilio Sesona was 
a sinister figure and the: sonorous voice 
of this artist, though now but scantily 
tested, gives promise of bigger achieve- 
ment when ppportunity arises. 

Natale Cervi was an admirable Mont- 
enerone, his song-utterance filled with 
omen of retributive punishment to 
Mantua and. Rigoletto, hig presence 
darkly impressive, his bearing full of 
majestic menace to the destroyers of 
his husbandly honor. Giuseppe Angelini 
conducted with skilled effectiveness and 
the work of the orchestra and chorus 
was satisfying.

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‘ FEMINIZING CITIZENSHIP. 

Some Illinois women are demanding the repeal 
of the law which requires each woman voter to 
state her exact age in the registry booth. They 
charge that compulsory age registration is one 
of the chief obstacles to the exercise of suffrage 
by women. It keeps them away from the polls. 

“It is quite enough to know,” says Mrs. Har- 
riet Taylor Treadwell, suffrage leader, “that the 
man or woman registering is more than Zl years 
of age. The law is making liars of us all. Many 
women object to telling their age. Repeal this 
law and see how quickly registration of women 
will increase.” 

We disagree with Mrs. Treadwel! and ker fel- 
low suffragists. It is not quite enough to know 
that a voter is over 21 years of age. There is a 
good reason for the insertion of the age of the 
voter in the registration statement. It is one 
mark of identification and the one mark that is 
particularly useful in preventing election frauds 
om a large scale. It prevents men under 40 froin 
voting the names of men over 50 and vice versa. 
It classifies the voters in such a way that frauds 
may easily be detected and prevented as well us 
punished.

They would 
vote a mustache instead of a man into office.

.| Who refuse to state their ages correctly under 
oath. It is vanity. If Mrs. Treadwell’s theory 
‘| is correct, it is the laws prohibiting theft, fraud 
‘}and murder that make criminals. 
| On the other hand, if the laws were changed 
to enable foolish or designing women to conceal 
their ages would not the State countenance and 
promote fraud and deception? 

If, in order to admit women to the suffrage 
sensible laws have to be changed to conform to 
the pretensions and deceptions of vain and silly 
women, equal suffrage still needs a campaign of 
education among the women themselves. 

We have supported equal suffrage as a right, 
but we are not prepared to indorse the com- 
plete feminizing of citizenship in order to induce 
women to exercise the right when they get it.

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ABSURD HIGH TARIFF CLAQUE. 

The din the standpat claque has been raising 
over that superannuated old performer, High 
Tariff, who was brought out last week from the 
aged actors’ home to which he had been con- 
signed, is amusingly absurd.

Beeause Republicans are 
elected to seats now held by Republicans from 
New York, Connecticut, Ohio and other states, 
the preposterous claim is made that the Presi- 
dent’s policies are repudiated. No vindication, 
of course, is seen in the election of Democrats to 
seats now held By Democrats from Missouri, Ar- 
kansas, Florida, South Carolina and other states. 

The Senate has become the second popular 
branch of Congress. Its members are chosen by 
the people. The one-third of the states that had 
senatorial elections this fall are well scattered 
and their state-wide votes for the upper branch 
were even more representative ofthe opinion of 
their sections than the votes for Representatives. 
That California, Wisconsin, South Dakota chose 
Democrats to succeed Republicans and sustain 
the President’s hands is most significant.

study and understand the situation. Sir 


William is a native of Canada. 

“IT think the United States wn- 
cerstands and admires the pe 
culiar tie which, In spite of a few 
formal and legislative bonds, fastens 
the Anglo-Saxon countries together. The 
United States knows, I believe, that the 
allies are fighting her battle as well as 
their own. If Germany is victorious and 
puts upon the face of Burope the im- 
print of the iron heel of militarism, the 
task of playing the role of political big 
brother to the Anglo-Saxon peoples of 
the Western Hemisphere will be the des- 
tiny of the United States. 

“She may seek to sidestep this des- 
tiny: she may begrudge the sacrifices 
and the military efforte which such @ 


responsibility will carry with it, but 
I am convinced of this—her own highest 


interests and the deeper feelings of her 
people will make clear that hers may 
be the task of conserving Anglo-Saxon 
liberty—that government of the people, 
by the people, for the people, may not 
perish from the earth. 

Adjusting Hand Needed. 
“This does not mean that I think the 
United States should intervene now or 
in the near future. I see no need for 
it now, and I trust none will develop. 
The allies, I think, can fight and win 
their own battles, or at least the larger 
issues of their own wars. And the ad- 
justing hand of a great neutral power, 
when the fate of the world trembles in 
the scale of battles is not to be min- 
imized. 
‘The political ideas and aspirations of 
the United States cannot be other thas 
akin to those of all other Anglo-Saxon 
countries, and what would be her posi- 
tion if the German sword broke up 
throughout this British Empire the ma- 
chinery through which their ideas have 
expressed themselves? 
“I think that the enlightened public 
opinion of the United States appreci- 
ates what this position would be, and 
feels closer to England and cidser te 
Canada than ever before since 1776." 


MUNICIPAL ABBATOIR 
SUGGESTED BY LAZARUS 


He Would Have All M: at Sold.in 
City Prepared at Public 
Slaughter-Ho-se, 

Sam Lazarus, President of the City 
Council, today submitted to President 
Kinsey of the Public Service Board, a 
suggestion that the board prepare an 
ordinance providing for the erection of 
a municipal slaughter house in which all 
meat sold In St. Louie should be slaugh- 
tered. Kinsey agreed to present it to the 

board at its next meeting. 

Lazarus said the plan was successful 
in some German cities, where all butch- 
ers take their stock to the municipal 
slaughter house. It would give the city 
food inspectors an opportunity to inspect 
all meat, he declared. 

He explained that he made the sugges- 
tion at this time because of the condl- 
tion which prevatis in Illinois stock- 
yards, where the hoof and mouth dis» 
ease has forced a temporary closing. 

Lazarus said a municipal slaughter 
house would provide employment for 
from 500 to 1000 men.
